Appraisers to Remove Racial Factor 
from Residential Housing Appraisal 


WASHINGTON 一 A federal 
court in Chicago approved an 
agreement between the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the American 
Institute of Real Estate Appraisers 
(AIREA) that removes racial， 
religious，and ethnic factors from 
the appraisal of residential real 
estate November 9， 

Attorney General Criffin B. Bell 
said 3a _ settlement order was 
entered in U.S. District Court in 
Chicago，resolving all issues with 
AIREA，one of four national real 


estate . appraisal and lending 
associations named in a fair- 
housing suit filed on April 16， 
1976， 

SUIT 


The suit charged the associa- 
tions with ， violating the Fair 
Housing Act of 1968 by establish- 
ing standards that required or 
encouraged appraisers and lenders 
to treat race as a negative factor in 
determining the value of houses 
andin evaluating the soundness of 
homeloans， 

The order included a settlement 
agreement and affirmative action 
program entered into by AIREA， 
the Justice Department，and the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

In the agreement, AIREA estab- 


lished a policy statement for 
neighborhood analysis and the 
appraisal of residential real estate 
that provides 

1. It is improper to base a 
conclusion of value on the premise 
that the racial, ethnic,，or religious 
homogeneity -of the inhabitants of 
an area or of a Pproperty is 
necessary for maximurm value. 

2. Racial，religious，and ethnic 
factors are unreliable,， Predictors 
of value trends or Price variance. 

3. It is improper to- base a 
conclusion of value or a conclusion 
with respect to neighborhood 
trends，on stereotyped or biased 
presumptions relating to ITace， 
color，Treligion，sex，or national 
origin or on unsupported Presum- 
ptions relating to the effective age 
or remaining life of the property 
being appraised or the life 
expectancy of its neighborhood 

TEXTBOOK 

AIREA also agreed to revise its 
basic textbook,，“The Appraisal of 
Real Estate,” to reflect” these 
policies, It further agreed that the 
techniques and criteria used to 
determine value in its Teview 
Proceedings，instructional mater- 
ial， or it enforces in ethical 
Proceedings. .w 训 be consistent 
with these policies. 


The settlement order requires 
AIREA to conduct special semin- 
ars for members and candidates 
for membership and for the real 
estate industry in general to 
explain AIREA s policies on neigh- 
borhood analysis. 

AIREA is also developing a 
memorandum explaining the Fair 
Housing Act and other civil rights 
legislation of interest to the real 
estate appraisal profession. 


REVIEVV 

In addition，AIREA agreed to 
notify neighborhood associations 
and _ community and civil rights 
groups of its review Procedures 
and to expand its program to 
acquaint women and mermbers of 
minority groups with opportun- 
ities in real estate appTaising.

Community Leaders Condemn 
Disruptive Element at UC 


BERKELEY 一 In an unusual 
Press conference held at the Uni- 
versity of California,， Berkeley No- 
vember 9，a coalition of the Bay 
Area Asian American community 
leaders condemned a small group 
called “Asian American Studies 
Defense Committee”for attempt- 
ing “to undermine and destroy the 
Asian American Studies Program” 
at the university.The faculty of the 
Program has been under attack 
since June by indqividuals who are 
members of the Committee, The 
Committee accused the faculty of 
“controlling the program and ex- 
cluding student input to the pro- 
gram 

According to the public state- 
ment signed by about 150 commtu- 
nity people, the Defense Commit- 
tee “is damaging the program by 


leafleting， interrupting classes， 
and attacking the faculty” 
STEPS 


Ying Lee Kelly，the convenor 
of the hastily-put-together Press 
conference, Saidq that “the great ir- 
responsibility of the people who 


are attacking the program reached 
the point where the people in the 
community really had to take 
StepS… 

She was referring to a death 
threat made earlier this month 
against Alfred Kakishiba，one of 
the students who supported the 
faculty and who was the Asian 
nominee to the Associated Stu- 
dents Ethnic Studies Fee Commit- 
tee. Kakishibas car tires were 
slashed a day before a scheduled 
election， 

The Defense Committee denied 
any part in the latest series of vio- 
lence and called for an investiga- 
tion into the matter, Speaking for 
the Defense Committee were: Ag- 
nes Chan，Sue Chan，GCary Jio， 
Teri Lee，Cynthia Maglaya，Win- 
ston Wong and Nancy Wong. 

In response to an appeal by 
Prof. Ling-chi Wang，coordinator 
of Asian American Studies, the As- 
sociated Students of UC decided 
to cancel the election and to revise 
its“outdated "election procedures. 
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These messages were written by students of Virginia Toy at the Chinese Education Center. The Center planned a Thanksgiving Luncheon for the 
students at the First Chinese Baptist Church yesterday. To most of the students, this was their first Thanksgiving dinner in America.

China Trade 


Triples in DollarValue 


WASHINGTON 一 The dollar 
value of China's foreign trade 
more than tripled between 1971 
and 1975 with the non-Commun- 
ist share rising to nearly 85 percent 
of the total,* according to a study 
by the Central Intelligence 
Agency， 

“Since the founding of the 
Peoples Republic，China's trade 
with the non-Communist coun- 
tries has advanced in fits and 
Starts，The result of a .:complex 
interaction of foreign and domes- 
tic economic and Political fac- 
tors,” the report said，“Until 
Tecently, exports and imports were 
basically in balance.” 


TRADE 

Trade slumped in the 1960s and 
the total did not reach the former 
peak level until 1970. 

But from 1971 to 1975，the 
non-Communist share of total 
trade rose to nearly 85 per cent 一 
“by far the largest share of any 
Communist country's trade.” 


At the same time， flexible 
exchange rates and unstable world 
Prices“created a new element of 
uncertainty for China's central 
planners”and in 1974，China 
registered its first major trade 
deficit with the VWest. 

Charts showed China's trade 
with non-Communist countries 
increased, in current dollars, from 
$1,500 million in 1970 to $5,500 
million in 1975. 


IMPORTS 

At the same time Chinese 
imports from non-Communist 
countries rose from $1,700 million 
in -current dollars to $5,800 
million in 1975. 

The report said in 1976，the 
current dollar value of China's 
exports to non-Communist coun- 
tries was virtually unchanged at 
$5,600 million， 


“Reports from businessmen at- 
tendqing the fall 1975 and spring 
1976 Kwangchow (Canton) trade 
fairs suggested that prices were up 
sharply. If ture， this would 
indicate another decline in the 
volume of export deliveries last 
year，3a not unlikely develop- 
ment in light of the domestic 
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political upheavals and natural 
disasters that occurred.” 
DATA 

“Limited data suggest that 
import prices fell significantly in 
1976 一 unit values for wheat 
were down about 25 per cent， 
steel about 30 per cent， and 
fertilizers about 40 per cent.” 

The report said that because of 
China's ”conservative ”financial 
policies,“the real level of China's 
imports is jlinked through the 
terms of trade to the real level of 
exports. As Chinas commodity 
terms of trade change，the real 
level of both exports and imports 
generally changes in the same 
direction. The only exception was 
in 1975 when the real value of 
exports increased rather than 
declined. This probably reflects a 
Chinese need to _generate export 
earnings to settle a larger-than- 
planned trade deficit in 1974.” 口 


Attorneys 
File More 
Bakke Briefs 


BERKELEY 一 The University 
of California and attorney for 
Allan Bakke filed additional briefs 
with the U.S. Supreme Court last 
week in relation to the Civil Righs 
Act of 1964 to the Bakke reverse 
discrimination case now before 
the court，according to The Daily 
Californian. 

As expected，university attor- 
neys argued in their briefs that 
Special admissions programs are 
allowed by Title VI of the civil 
rights act while Bakke's attorneys 
claimed that the same act outlaws 
any quota system , 

After oral ， arguments ”were 
heard by the Supreme Court 
October 12，the justices - asked 
attorneys in the case to file briefs 
on how Title VI should affect their 
decision. S 

In addition to these briefs， 
another friend-of-court brief was 
filed by the U.S.Justice Depart- 
ment earlier last week、Like its 
first ， brief， the Department 
stopped short of supporting the 
Special admissions program at UC、 
Davis Medical School, but did say 
that Title VI does not forbid

Alice's natural mother had died 
when she was four and her father 
remarried two years later; but his 
new wife never bothered to go 
through formal adoption proceed- 
in gs. 

Alice dqesperately wanted to go 
live with the woman who had 
been mother to her for almost as 
long as she could remember;. but 
the court ruled that as neither 
natural nor adoptive mother she 
had no legal standing in the case， 
and awarded custody to the nat- 
ural father.
